His Honor, who had with him 
severa] engineers of the firm, 
told the City Council] that 135 
acres in Woburn, adjacent to 
the Consolidated Chemical Co., 
to. be offered to firms seeking 
space along the new Route 28, 
and that the other land, in 
Wilmingtm and Reading would 
also be offered for sale, 
Their holdings extend down to 
Dragon Court, in) Woburn, and 
they have owned this property 
since 1950. 

Sartorelli told the Council 
that they had been waiting un- 
til now, to make their announ- 
cement, pending the final lo- 
cation of Route 28, proposed. 
Maps and plans, showing con- 
tours and proposed buildings 
were exhibited to the council, 
and the council was told that 
interested firms have already 
been contracted. Sartorelli 
told the Council that his com- 
pany intended to transfer the 
property by lease, or direct 
sale, to the interested com 
panies. 

According to Sartorelli, the 
Woburn Industrial Commission, 
headed by ,ercy W Linscott of 
woburn, is interested in the 
proposal s. 

The council voted to allow 
the removal of gravel from the 
sites, in accordance with the 
plans offered, but with res- 
trictions added by several of 
the members of the council.

MISADDRESSED MAIL SWAMPED 
WILMINGTON POSTOP FICE 
Wilmington’ d Postoffice, dur- 
ing the thristmas Week was 
swamped by misaddresSed mail, 
which added to the burdens of 
the overworked staff, and add- 
ed also to the costs to the 
taxpayer. Postmaster Henry 
Porter estimates that $100 was 
spent needlessly by Uncle Sam, 
because people who sent Christ 
mas cards to Wilmington did 
not know whether the address 
should be Wilmington or North 
Wilmington, In many cases, he 
suspects, they didn’t even 
realize that there was a post 

office in North Wilmington, 
Thousands of letters, for 
people in North Wilmington, 
was addressed to Wilmington 
Mass, and all had to be pro- 
cessed in the Wilmington of- 
fice before being dispatched 
to North Wilmington. Mail from 
Wilmington to North Wilmington 
‘on’ this*account alone, smount- 
ed to about four pouches a 
day, and each pouch means over 
an hour of sorting - needless, 
in this case, by a postoffice 
clerk. 

People who live in North Wil 
mington receive their mail 
through the North Wilmington 
Postoffice, Postmaster Porter 
explained. The area served by 
the North Wilmington Post- 
office is fairly well known, 
Mr Porter says, but on streets 
like West Street there is 
considerable confusion, caus- 
ed by the fact that Wilmington 
serves one end, and North Wil- 
mington the other. Homes which 
are in the area south of Low- 
ell Street should get their 
mail addressed to ‘Wilmington’ 
and homes in the area north of 
Lowell Street should get their 
mail addressed to ‘North Wil- 
mington’. Many of these people 
were formerly served by the 
Reading Postoffice, and they 
have not yet let théir friends 
know that their addresses have 
been changed, Mr Porter stat-

Reflecting the growth of the town are newcom— 
ers in the automobile and banking business.

SHAPING OUR TOWN 

Our average citizen has his time pretty well 
taken up with just making a living. Quite under 
standably he does not feel very close to what 
"they' are doing at the Town Hall. He tries to 
get cown to vote at elections, he goes to Town 
Meetings. Still there is that feeling of remote 
ness. What difference would it have made if I 
had stayed at home, he often says to himself. 
This same average citizen actually is much 
closer to his community than he may realize. 
Every time he spends part of that hard-earned 
pay check he is voting directly for the kind of 
business he wants to have in his town.’ 

The supply of products and services available 
locally will vary directly with the demand for 
them locally.’ It is as simple as that. 


TAXES ARE GOING UP 

We hate to say it, but in this last edition of 
the year, it has become quite apparent that 
taxes, in 1957, are going up. We cant see how 
it can be avoided. 

Last week the School Committee voted their 
1957 budget. It contained an incre®se of more 
than $77,000 over the 1956 budget. The mech- 
anics of the laws of Massachusetts are such 
that there is practically no chance that any- 
thing will happen to that budget except to pay 
for it. When the School Committee votes, the 
vote is final, and the taxpayer has one thing 
only left for him to do, and that is to regis- 
ter his "Jah'. 

If everything else in the town budget were to 
remain the same as in 1956, this increase by 
the School Committee would raise taxes about 
$5. 

Everything, of course, will not remain the 
same, but there wm't be enough change to over- 
come that $5 increase. 

There will be some saving grace in new valu- 
ations, that is, new homes, etc. built in 
1956. This could amount to $1 million, but the 
figures are not yet known, and wont be fa@ sev- 
eral weeks. If it did come to this sum, we 
would have an increase in tax revenue of 58,000 
dollars. 

Which is still not $77 thousand, and the dif- 
ference will have to be made up by the tax~ 
payer. 

_ Town Manager Powerless 

In the case of School funds, the Town Manager 
is powerless to do anything.’ qe can recommend, 
and that is all. 

Relatively speaking, during the past few years 
there has been a decrease in costs of town gov- 
ernment, except schools. We say relatively 
speaking, by which we mean costs compared to 
the increase of population. 

It may be that TM Courtney can make further 
reductions, but the reductions will not suffice 
to overcome the additional budget of the pub- 
lie schools. 


The Town Manager is faced, every December, 
with a problem of regulating his tudget to that 
of the school budget. He is required by law to 


turn in his proposed budget for the coming year 
by Dec. 20th. ye gets the School Budget on that 
same day. 

It is quite a difficult thing to make up a 
complete budget in one day, when over 50% of 
that budget is still _an unknown factor at 8 am.

THE TWO MILLIONTH TELEPHONE 

Telephones in service in 
Massachusetts--where the tele- 
phone was born, in Boston, 80 
years ago -- reached the 2- 
million mark today, the New 
England Telephone & Telegraph 
Company announced, 

The figure represents an ex- 
act. doubling of the common- 
weal tli’s telephones since the 
wartime days of May, 1942. 

A beige-colored telephone in- 
stalled this morning at the 
Clarke School for the Deaf, 
Northampton, symbolized the 
two millionth telephone. Just 
where and for whom the actual 
two millionth was install ed 
was not practicable to pin 
point. 

The Clarke installation was 
made in the office of the 
School’s principal, George T 
Pratt, in the presence of of- 
ficials of the school and of 
the Telephone Company. 

It was at Clarke that the 
| telephone’s inventor, Al exan- 
der Graham Bell, had one of 
his first teaching engagements 
in 1871. Bell continued a keen 
interest in the education of 
the deaf throughout his life- 
time and was associated with 
Clarke School for 51 years. He 
was president of its board of 
corporators at the time of his 
death in 1922.
